Preparedness, Neutrality, and 
Trade Protection Ameng 
Chief Demands.

THE TRIBUNE is enabled to announce 
authoritatively the cardinal principles 
in the Republican platform as drafted 
last night by the subcommittee of the 
committee on resolutions headed by Sen- 
ator Lodge of Massachusetts. 

A navy large enough to defend the 
United States from attack on both coasts 
at the same time is the chief feature of 


“lthe preparedness plank. An army ade- 


quate to the needs of the country is also 
recommended, and the question of uni- 
virsal military training was put up to 
the full committee itself for considera- 
tion at its meeting this morning. 

A stinging denunciation of the presi- 
dent’s foreign policy is contained in the 
platform. The Republicans recommend 
that protection be extended to every 
American citizen im all countries as guar- 
anteed by the constitution.

Honest Neutrality Advocated. 

Strict and henest neutrality as between 
belligerents in the present’ European 
war also is demanded by the Repub- 
licans. The platfcrm ignores the de- 
mand of the pro-German La Follette 
delegrtes from Wisconsin for a plank In 
favor of an embargo on the exportation 
of munitions of war. 

In the Americeniem plank the Repub- 
licans come out otraight from the shoul- 
der in favor of an Amer‘canism which 
shall stand unimpeached regairdless of 
the country in which the particular 
American was born. American in thought 
and is. deed is the theme of this plank. 
President Wilson's Mexican policy is 
denounced spec: fv-aily in the platform. 
The Republicans insist that American 
ives and property in Mexico should be 
protected and that the American govern, 
ment should not miterfere In the purely 
domestic Mexican affairs. Intervention 
is not urge‘. 

Wants Trade Protected. 

The platform also contains planks of 
great domestic interest and importance.

MARYLAND MAN TAKES LEAD. 

William P. Jackson, ‘Republican na- 
tional committeeman from Maryland.

a love feast of Roosevelt and the old 
party. He telegraphed the colonel last 
night urging him. to ‘come to Chicago 
and restore peace, 

It was learned, however, that Jack- 
son acted on his own responsibility and © 
not at the instance of the Republican 
leaders who discussed the suggestion of 
inviting the colonel to come here in the 
event that a fusion nomination is ar- 
Tranged. 

Col. Roosevelt when asked last night 
about the Jackson invitation said he 
had not received it. He refused to com- 
ment upon developments in the conven- 
tions. 

JACKSON’S TELEGRAM. 

In his telegram to Col, Roosevelt Mr.* 
Jackson said: 

* The national interest demande the 
complete reunion of the Republican 
party, which unhappily divided in 1912. 

“I believe this can be accomplished 
‘by a more perfect understanding t- 
tween you and the Republican conven- 
tion now assembled. | 

“I, therefore, most earnestly urge 
you to come to Chicago immediately, tw 
address this convention and to make 
common cause in our deliberations. Ii 
you will indicate your willingness to 
take this course I will use my utmost 
endeavors to secure for you the privi- 
leges of the convention floor.” 


COLONEL’'S VIEW A QUESTION. 
Whether the colonel would consent to 
eliminate himself and. enter into an 
agreement with the Republicans tv 
name another candidate is a question 
that none but Roosevelt himself can 
answer. It was reported during the 
day that he had informed bis mavagers 
over the jong distance telephone thet he

ceal the fact that they are not enambéred 


of Hughes, but confessed that the drift 
of sentiment in the convention toward 
the justice had become so pronounced 
that his nomination is now a strong 
probability. 

Likewise the Progressive leaders said 
that if the conference tonight fails to 
establish harmony Col. Roosevelt prob- 
ably will be nominated by the Moose 
convention tomorrow. 


HUGHES LEADERS WARY. 
Gov. Whitman, Frank Hitchcock. and 
‘other Hughes boomers, believing that the 
nomination of the justice is now within 
their grasp, are extremely wary of any 
conferences between Republican and Pro- 
gressives in which a compromise con- 
tingent upon the elimination of Hughes 
as well as Roosevelt might be effected. 
The Progressives proposed that each 
convention appoint a conference commit- 
tee of five. Crane, Hitchcock, and Sena- 
tor Smoot flatly refused to agree to the 
proposal. Neither convention at its ses- 
sion yesterday paid any attention to the 
proposal, although a published report, 
which turned out to be a canard, stated 
that motions to create such committees 
would be offered in each gathering. 
The Old Guard leaders said it would be 
lly to appoint a conference committee 
to do what the leaders who would be 
_members of that committee already have 
failed to accomplish. They said that if 
an agreement on fusion could be reached 
informally, it then might be advisable to 
create a joint conference committee to 
present the results with the impressive- 
ness of concurrent and forma! action to 
both’ conventions. Kose

The vote on the 
matter in the convention would furnish 
the first test of the strength of the 
Hughes and opposing forces. 


Big Committee Suggested. 

Those. Republicans and Progressives 
who have faith in the ability of a formal 
conference committee to establish har- 
mony suggested late last night that the 
danger of a fight in the Republican con- 
vention on the proposition would be 
averted by the naming of a large body 
consisting of one member from each 
delegation. Then this committee could 
select a subcommittee to confer with 
the Progressive committee. Although 
the Hughes leaders are suspicious of 
this suggestion also a move may be 
made to bring the plan before each con- 
vention today. 

With the prospect of the big con- 
ference between the factions tonight the 
talk of dark horses increased. Penrose 
is laying his plans to make a” strong 
effort to obtain a compromise on former 
Senator Knox of Pennsylvania. There 
is less talk of Warren G. Harding as a 
dark horse possibility. Those who be- 
lieved that his keynote speech would 
stir such enthusiasm in the convention 
ag to put.the Ohio senator to the fore 
as a presidential possibility were disap- 


- pointed.

The Republican national conventton, 
after a two and a half hour meeting at 
the Coliseum yesterday, adjourned until 
11 o’clock this morning, after hearing the 
keynote speech by Senator Harding of 
Ohio and, doing the usual preliminary or- 
ganizatioh work. | 

Emphasizing that it was not a time for 
recrimination but of a reconsecration, 
Senator Harding urged the delegates to _ 
forget the disastrous differences of four 
years ago and plunge into the coming 
campaign with a declaration of prin- 
ciples which wouid bring success at the 
polis. 

The convention received the temporary 
chairman’s speech with punctuations of 
applause and cheers, and his sallies 
against the Demacratic administration 
with loud laughter and handclapping.

Mr. Harding spoke about an hour and 
closed with a peroration on Americanism 
and Republicanism. The close of his ad- 
dress was greeted by a brief outburst of 
handclapping and cheering lasting less 
inute.

Opening Prayer Offered. 

There was a moment of confusion and 
the delegates took their seats and then 
the Rev. John Timothy.Stone of Chicago 
offered prayer. It follows: 

‘* Most holy and eternal God, we bow 
before thee with reverent hearts and 
thoughtful minds. Thou art our God; 
thou art the God of all nations; thou art 
the God of our nation. Thou hast been 
the God of our fathers. Thou hast been 
our guide in times of peace‘and amid the 
perplexities of war. Thou hast given to 
us freedom, liberty, purpose, and pros- 
perity. 

“Although the immediate interests 
which now control our gathering to- 
gether have reference to our own national 
issues, we would not forget the warring, 
suffering nations of the earth. We pray 
thee to bring them speedily, if it be thy 
holy will, to terms of peace and condi- 
tions of adjustment. : 
+“ We bow before thee and, pausing 
quietly, ask thy blessing before entering 
upon the deliberations of this convention. 
As thou dost order the affairs of men, so 
frame the doings of this great body. Save 
from all hasty and il] spoken word. Con- 
trol judgments, purposes, plans, and 
platform, that all may have ‘thy pure 
mind of wisdom and strength. May the 
men of thy choice be our choice, and may 
motive, method, and result center in thy 
sure laws of right and in thy lasting vic- 
tories of truth and rightedusness. 

“* Direct, suggest, control, this day, 
All we design, or do, or say;

There were cheers when he declared the 
country was calling for a Republican 
administration and when he asked all to 
forget the inharmonious convention of 
four years ago. His reference to the 
need of preparedness for national de- 
fense was greeted with a roar of ap- 
plause. 


Not Time for Recrimination. 

More applause greeted his declaration 
that ‘‘ this is not the time for recrimina- 
tion; it is a day of reconsecration.” 

“TIT know the Republican party to be 
genuinely progressive as well as effect- 
ive,” he declared. Atone time when the 
hum of talk grew loud Mr. Hilles rapped 
for order, and quiet prevailed again. 

Taking up national defense, Senator 
Harding declared that there is a call to- 
day for “ prudent patriotic, and ample 
individual defense’ There was a shout 
and long hand clapping when the epeaker 
said the Republicans “ believe sincerely 
and soberly in adequate national defense.” 

There was laughter when he referred to 
President Wilson's speaking trip for pre- 
paredness, and dclared the president 
might better have devoted his efforts to 
the Democratic majority In congress.

Cheers Mark Close of Speech. 

He referred to the manuscript for the 
closing words of his speech, and the con- 
vention, realizing he was closing, lis- 
tened intently, and then broke tnto cheers 
as he closed with the words, “ And we may 
rejoice to be Republicans.”

ership. ‘The various candidacies cling to ther 
gelfish hopes. The so-called leaders jockey for ad- 
wantage. The spirit which the rank and file, the 
great masses of Republicanism in the two party or- 
ganizations, so profoundly feel has not yet mani- 
fested itself in the convention halls.

Out of the 2,400 young men at Illinois university, 
over 1,700 marched in Chicago's preparedness 
parade, although it was examination time. At the 
request of 500 students at the University of Chicago, 
the president has reported favorably on a course of 
mijitary instruction there. The eastern colleges are 
sending large prgportions of their undergraduates to 
Plattsburg and to the other citizen camps. It is re- 
ported, for example, that Williams college is sending 
more than a quarter of its undergraduates to Platts- 
burg. Whole dormitories at Phillips Andover are 
going. Tue Trizuns ballot on universal service 
showed a huge majority in favor of the plan. TH» 
TRIBUNE'S canvass of parents of Chicago schoolboys 
showed almost 90 per cent in favor of training in 
the schools. 

These incidents are merely indications of the feel- 
ing of the nation. But they are pretty convincing 
indications that a universal service plank in the 
Republican platform is not politically -inexpedient, 


that if the country wants a trained citizenry it 
should train them, not fool them into thinking them- 
selves soldiers.

Bare- 
foot children in the south often get 
sores on the feet. One form of sore feet 
is known as dew poison.

Some 
of these are due to hookworm.

In most of the country there is no 
danger of infection by hookworm.

On the other hand, weak feet 
is a common complaint.

Dr. Grossman gives some of his ex- 
periences with 700 cases of weak feet. 
Two-thirds were in.females; one-third 
in males. Two-thirds were between 15 
and 45 years of age. The other third 
were divided between children under 
15 and men and women pest 45. Oft- 
times the abused feet of childhood do 
not cause symptome until middie life. 

Eighty-three per cent of the people with 
weak feet had Half of these had 
pain in the feet calves of the legs; 
6 per cent in the calves only; 5 per cent 
in the back. 

Of the 113 cases of weak feet who did 
not complain of pain, twenty-seven tired 
easily; eight limped: in twenty-three the 
ankles turned easily; twenty-six had 
swelling about the ankles; six had gen- 
eral muscular relaxation.

All of the 700 had heels which turned 
out, causing extra weight to fall on the 
‘Inside of the ankle and on the instep. 

The way to prevent weak feet is to ex- 
erciae the muscles, ligaments, tendons, 
and joints of the feet. A good way to 
do that—in fact the best way—is to go 
barefooted. The reasons for going bare- 
footed outweigh the reasons against it 
in most parts of the country. In a hook- 
worm country perhaps it is better for the 
children to wear sandals. The argument 
for girls going barefooted is strong. Girls 
are more apt to suffer from weak feet. 
Going barefooted makes for pretty feet.

The condition complained of is not at all local 
to the street which he mentions, The sewers 
of the entire drainage district of which the 
vicinity of Morgan street and Seventieth street 
is a part are not adequate during rainfall of 
more than ordinary intensity. This drainage 
district is a very large one, being bounded in 
a general way by Lake Michigan, Eighty -sev- 
enth street, Halsted street, and West Sev- 
entieth street. It is by no means an easy 
problem to design adequate relief sewers for 
the district. Methods of relief, however, are 
being conajdered, but it is impossible to give 
at this time any definite statement of the 
projects under consideration or to estimate the 
probable time for their construction. The 
bureau of sewers has made an examination of 
the sewer in Morgan street itself between Sev- 
entieth street and Seventy-third street, and it 
was found that the sewer is in the best of order.

Jeanne Say, has just 

passed away in Paris. I would have used 

the word “ gone to her last rest.”” But 

she has been so turbulent throughout her 

existence that one cannot conceive of her 
finding repose, even im the tomb. 

Her name, or rather her names, are 
familiar on this side of the Atlantic, ow- 
ing to the large number of lawsuits which 
she instituted in vain attempts to prevent 
her only brother Henri’s American 
widow and son from inheriting his prop- 
yerty by disputing the validity of his mar- 
riage. Mme. Henri Say was Miss Mary 
Davis of New York, closely related to the 
Gebhardts and the Neilsons, also to Mrs. 
Reginald Vanderbilt. Her first husband 
was the Comte d’Heursel. She left him 
for Henri Say, and it was not until several 
years later that she was able to secure 
her freedom and to wed Henri Say, the 
multi-millionaire sugar magnate. 

It was this tardy marriage which the 
ex-Comtesse de Tredern vainly attempt- 
ed to prove invalid, her attitude in the 
matter exciting the strong disapproval 
and even hostility of her only son by her 
first marriage, the present and eleventh 
Duc de Brissac, and also of her only 
sister, Princess Amedee de Broglie.

Mme. Jeanne Say, while a quarrelsome 
woman, singularly lacking in charity and 
generosity of character, was very clever 
and gifted; moreover, endowed with much 
ready wit.

After the birth of three children, 
a son and two daughters, one of the latter 
married to Count Gabriel de Sesmaltisons, 
the ill matched couple parted; and where- 
as de Tredern was too devout a Catholic 
to demand a divorce, his wife availed her- 
self of the enactment of the divorce laws 
in France to secure her liberation. She 
continued, however, to call herself the 
Vicomtesse de Tredern until the-enact- 
ment of another law, depriving divorcées 
of the names and titles of their former 
husbands, subsequently to which, there- 
for, she was merely Mme. Jeanne Say.

It was white she still styled herself 
Vicomtesse de Tredern that Mme. Jeanne 
Say became the social sponsor of Gen. 
Boulanger and first gave vogue to the 
once popular Boulanger march, “ En 
revenant de la Revue,” by singing it. 
with her superb contralto voilce—perhaps 
the finest In France—at a great reception 
held in his honor at her house on the 
Place Vendome. 

Her son by her first marriage, the 
eleventh Duc de Brissac, is now serving 
as a colonel! of French cavalry, attached 
to the headquarters of Sir Douglas Haig, 
the English generalissimo at the front in 
France, and stood high in the good graces 
of the late Queen Victoria, whose ac- 
quaintance he had made when command- 
ing as a young lieutenant the cavalry es- 
cort assigned to her on the occasion of 
her visits to the south of France. His 
first wife was a sister of the present Duc 
d’Uzes, and some years after her death 
he married Marguerite de Beaurepatre, 
widow of the Baron Edouard de |’Espee.

Jeanne Say’s son by her second hus- 
band, Count Charles de Tredern, seems 
to have taken after his father. For he 
has frequently been before the courts, 
sometimes on the application of his 
mother. Thus in 1911 she #pplied to the 
tribunals to have him subjected to a con- 
seil judiciaire, requesting that he be de- 
clared insolvent, incapable of managing 
hjs own affairs, and legally disqualified 
from performing any civil obligation, or 
contracting any valid undertaking. This 
petition was granted by the courts, and 
during the course of the proceedings it 
was brought to light that the young fel- 
low, besides drawing an allowance from 
his mother, also received one from his 
father. The tribunals placed, as demand- 
ed, his affairs in the charge of an official 
trustee, but declined to grant the appli- 
cation of his mother that he should be 
legally restrained from marrying a foot- 
light favorite of the name of Mile. Le 
Fevre. 

Young de Tredern, before insisting on 
marrying Mile. Le Fevre, was engaged, 
through his mother’s ageacy, to Mare 


Bonaparte, daughter of Roland Bone

Society of France, and of Bonaparte’s 
wife, the late Marie Blanc, daughter and 
heiress of old Francois Blanc, founder of 
‘the great gambling establishment at 
Monte Carlo. The match was broken off, 
however, through young de Tredern’s 
father, who would not hear of any such 
mesalliance for his son, and who regarded 
the source of Marie Bonaparte’s great 
wealth, derived as it is from the Monte 
Carlo gaming tables, as tainted.

MRS. BLATCH IS EMPHATIC. 


Suffragiests and anti-suffragiats 
ewarmed the Coliseum late yesterday and 
delivered their arguments before Sena- 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge and the Repub- 
lican committee on resolutions, which is 
freming the national platform of the 
party. ° 

There were three separate groups of | 
women, one representing the National 
American Woman's Suffrage association, 
' another the National Woman's party juat 
organized by the Congressiona! Union for 
Woman's Suffrage, and the third the Na- 
tional Anti-Suffrage association. Each 
group hed its own idea of what the wom- 
en of the United States desire. 


What They Want, 
Briefly, these ideas were the following: 

The suffrage association favors a 

plank in the platform declaring the 
party in favor of the principle of wom- 
an suffrage. 

The Woman's party seeks no plank, 
but noufied the Republican party, 
through the committee, that it wishes 

the Republicans in congress to do all 
in their power to bring about the . 
passage of the Susan B. Anthony con- 
stitrtional amendment enfranchising 
women, , 

The ant!i-suffrage association desires 
it to be understood that the women 
really do not want the suffrage. 


Mrs, Catt First Speaker. 

Mra. Carrie Chapman Catt, represent- 
ing the- Woman's Suffrage association. - 
was the firat speaker. She urged the in- 
corporation in the Republican platform 
of @ plank in favor of woman's suffrage. 

Then came anti-suffragists, just reé- 
turned from Iowa, where they assisted xo 
bringing about the defeat of suffrage by 
&@ majority of more than 5,000. Mre. Ar- 
thur Dodge, president of the “ antia,’ 
Mrs. A. H. George, and Miss Alice Hil! 
Chittenden argued against the proposed 
plank both from the point of view of the 
majority of women and from the stand- 
point of best judgment for the party. 
Miss Chittenden urged the inadvisability 
of the Republicans’ taking up “ another 
controversial issue at thie time.”’

Bugs and insects [P. K.]—I would ad- 
vise spraying your peony plants with 
la tobacco infusion. There are several 
on the market. They can be obtained 
from florists in all the large cities or 
they can be ordered from seedsmen, who 
advertise them in their catalogues. Di- 
rections for their application come on 
the cans or bottles containing them. 
Spray daily all over the plant. If this 
is done thoroughly the ants will not be 
likely to do much_damage. Spray the 
rose bushes for the plant lice, which will 
injure them if let alone. Use the same 
infusion in fighting the black beetle on 
asters and nasturtiums. Begin its use 
as soon as the first insect is seen, and 
continue it until the plants are free som

Foreigners continue in a position to dic- 
tate prices for wheat in this country, and 
there appears to be no more demand now 
than when the market was much higher.

With hedging 
pressure soon to start, the absence of the 
usual buying demand for export account 
is being felt, and if speculators are obliged 
to absorb the hedges instead of the ex- 
porters, the foreign buyers may succeed 
in forcing prices lower in spite of heavy 
crop losses.

Cutting of wheat is under way in Okla- 
homa, and some reports said two-thirds 
of the wheat was cut in the southern part 
of the state. Wagner had a wire from 
Oklahoma City saying wheat would go 
twelve to fifteen bu per acre instead of 
eight to ten bu, as estimated by the ex- 
perts.

According to a_ statement 
made here to-day by Represent- 
ative Stafford of Milwaukee, a 
Republican leader, Elihu Root 
is just as objectionable to.Ger- 
man-Americans as Col. Roose- 
velt. But Mr. Stafford and 
others who are in close touch 
with German thought are con- 
vinced that Mr. Root is as far 
behind in the race as is Col 
Roosevelt. r 
- Mr. Stafford is of the opinion 
that pro-Germans will be satis- 
fied with any candidate that may 
be named, excluding, of course, 
Col. Roosevelt and Mr. Root. 
The colonel is supposed to have 
evoked the hostility of many 
German-Americans because of 
his references to “hyphens” and 
“hyphenates” in his speeches on 
“Americanism.”
